An experience alm ost too horrible to be put into words was that of 
Saw Kaiser, veteran German baker, when 
early 
Thursday morning 
he 


caught and bodily drawn 
Into the mammoth power bread m ixer at 


Rice's 
bakery, sustaining 
injuries which may prove fatal. 
Their ser- 


ousness cannot be definitely ascertained for som e time, since the terrible 


shock presents as grave a danger as the actual hurts suffered. 
The mixer into which Kaiser was crushed consists of a large circular 
hopper, within which 
revolves rapidly a cylinder bearing on its 
peri- 
phary a corkscrew series of 
heavy steel blades or paddles, which extend 


almost to the inner surface of the hopper. 


The m ix had been made, about 5:30 Thursday m o rn in g , and 
Kaiser 


was engaged in cleaning the mixer by reaching into the machine, run­ 


ning sw iftly without a load, when 
his right arm was suddenly 
caught 
by one o f th e blades and In an instant he was drawn head 
first 
into 
the m achine, the bladed cylinder of which carried his crushed body al­ 
most a complete revolution before the machine, its speed checked 
by 
the w edging of his 
body between cylindeF and hopper, was stopped by 
a com panion who instantly responded to Kaiser’s scream s. 


When his fellow worker reached the machine Kaiser was found lying 
on his back in the bottom of the hop.aer, his head near the opening into 
which he had been drawn, and his chest so 
com pressed by 
the 
Steel 
Wades that he could scarcely breathe. His right arm had been alm ost en­ 
tirely severed 
between 
elbow 
and shoulder, his right leg broken tw ice 
between knee and hip, and his entire body bruised and crushed.

In its desperate efforts to defeat the home rule amend­ 
ment, the Anti-Saloon league is warning the voters of 
Ohio that the adoption of the amendment will repeal all 
laws regulating the liquor traffic. 
As the East Liverpool 
edition of the American issue (Morning Tribune) puts it 
in an editorial on September 24, 1914: 
“ Eminent judges 
of Ohio, who have scanned the home rule proposal, state 
that it will completely wipe out all existing temperance 
laws.” 
The same editorial then admits that Attorney 
General Timothy Hogan has officially ruled exactly the 
opposite. 
The East Liverpool American Issue, of course, 
don’t know that the attorney general’s opinion is the law 
until reversed by a court of record, but such is the fact. 
Luckily, however, in filing the petitions with the sec 
retary of state, the petitioners were required to present 
statements, or arguments, setting out clearly the meaning 
of the home rule amendment, and this was done. 
'The following is the official argum ent of those who 
represented the petitioners and filed the petition: 
“This amendment proposes to repeal county option 
All other option laws— 
township, municipal and residence districts—and all regu­ 
latory laws are left intact. 
“The amendment also prevents statewide prohibition, 
except by popular vote, through constitutional amend­ 
ment.” 
Could the English language be made any plainer? 
The petitioners arc on record as to the intent of the 
lome rule amendment. 
The first principle applied by judges and courts in 
construing constitutional law is that the intention of those 
who adopt it must prevail. Any law student and all law­ 
yers will tell you that. 
The wording o f the home rule amendment and the 
tent of the home rule amendment are on file in the office 
of the secretary of state. 
Every man who votes for the home rule amendment 
..ill do so with the distinct understanding that it only 
repeals the Rose county option law and that all other laws 
relating to the liquor traffic, both optional and regulatory, 
will remain as they are. 
Every opinion from lawyers and judges g i\tn to the 
\nti-Saloon league on the home rule amendment was given 
lefore the official arguments of the petitioners were filed, 
and at a time when the Anti-Saloon league was urging 
the voters of the state not to sign the petitions. Since the 
filing of the official statement or argum ent by the home 
rule petitioners, neither Mr. Wheeler nor the Anti-Saloon 
league has quoted an opinion from any lawyer or jut’ 
that is contrary to what is here written, for no judge or 
lawyer of any standing in the state of Ohio, unless he be 
in the employ of the Anti-Saloon league, will deny us when 
we say that’ the home rule amendment only repeals the 
Rose law. 
It does not repeal the township option law; it does 
not repeal the residence option la w ; it does not repeal the 
Beal law, and it does not repeal one regulatory law; that 
is, laws relating to selling to minors, Sunday selling, etc 
Further, on adoption, the amendment is subject to 
change in the same manner by which it will be adopted 
to-wit: bv a vote of the people.

misrepresentation, 
to 
de­ 
ceive voters of Ohio as to the merits of the home rule 
amendment, which is the sanest, best and most proficient 
local option legislation that has ever been presented to the 
voters of this state. 
That the Anti-Saloon league may be given ample o p ­ 
portunity to refute the statements made herein, and that 
every voter may have full opportunity to study and dis­ 
cuss’ it, this article will appear from time to time during 
the campaign, and we challenge the Anti-Saloon league 
or any other person to refute what is here said. 
In conclusion, the home rule amendment only repeals 
the Rose county option law and prevents the passage of 
state-wide prohibition. 
This article is paid for by the Columbiana County 
Property & Tax Protective association, affiliated with the 
Columbiana County Home Rule association. 
This asso­ 
ciation has heretofore conducted several campaigns in Co­ 
lumbiana county, and not a statement made by it has ever 
been successfully refuted. 
It will rigidly adhere to its 
policy of publishing nothing but facts during the com­ 
ing campaign.
